tion by the British naval intellf- 
gence authorities. 

Action Not Liked. 

The embassy’s action is wunder- 
stood to be regarded by the de- 
partment as a breach of diplomatic 
courtesy. The department will take 
the subject matter of the corre- 
spondence up directly with the em- 
bassy, but whether it will ask for 
an explanation of the action of the 
embassy in writing directly to the 
senator has not yet been indicated. 

A somewhat similar incident oc- 
curred recently, Dr. Julio Bianchl, 
the Guatemalian minister, dealing 
directly with Senator Moses, of New 
Hampshire, regarding a resolution 
the senator had introduced. In that 
instance the department asked for 
an explanation, and it was received 
from Dr. Bianchi what has been 
described an “an explanation and 
an apology.” 

Asks Inquiry. 

Senator Kellogg said today that 
in referring the matter to the state 
department-he had acted on the ad- 
vice of Fred K. Nielsen, solicitor of 
the department. With his letter to 
Acting Secretary Davis, the senator 
transmitted a copy of the letter re- 
ceived from the Britig¢gh embassy 
and also copies of the transcript of 
the testimony of Mr. Carlton and of 
John Goldhammer, secretary of the 
Commercial Cable company. charg- 
ing that the British censors re- 
quired submission of all cable mes- 
sages. 

Senator Kellogg said that in view 
of these positive statements that a 
British censorship existed, he was 
asking the state department to in- 
quire from the British embasy, de- 
spite its letter of denial, whether it 
was true that a censorship existed. 


$50,000 IN BONDS, 
STOLEN FROM BANK,

Nashville, Tenn., De@émber 23.— 
Stock certificates and securities to 
the amount of $50,000 which were 
stolen from the Birst National bank 
of Smyrna, Tenn., on the aight of 
December 13, were recovered, today 
by local police officers through in- 
formation received by the chief of 
police here. 

The bonds were found by Luther 
Ellis, a farmer, living about four 
miles South of Ashland City, Tenn.,| 
in the Cumberland river imbedded 
in a gravel bar. Mr. Ellis notified 
a friend of his, who in turn noti- 
fied the police of this city and of- 
ficers were immediately sent down 
to take possession of the papers. 

W. V. Smit, president of the 
Smyrna bank, came to Nashville 
tonight and signed a receipt for the 
papers at the local police headquar- 
ters for $50,000. The bonds had 
been stolen from the bank when 
safe breakers entered the Smyrna 
bank and got away with many val- 
uable papers.

Between 600.000 and 700,000 bales 
of cotton will be needed by Ger- 
many for the year ending August 
31, 1921, the American consular 
agent at Berlin estimated. 

German Situation. 
Germany is operating betwee 
one-third and one-half of her 10.,- 
000,000 spindles and the market is 
short of the better grades of the 
cotton and the short fibred low- 
grade cotton for which there has 
been considerable demand and has 
been largely of East Indian pro- 

duction. 

Germiany before the war consum- 
ed about 1,800,000 bales of American 
cotton, annually, he sald. 

“The quéstion of the extension of 
the sales of American cotton in 
Germany is a matter of credit,” he 
asserted... The Germans require six 
months credit, the report added, and 
while proposals have been put for- 
ward for those furnishing the raw 
product to take the {inished prod-

Belgium Needs 150,000 Bales. 

Belgium .needs for the year are 
estimated between 50,000 and 150,- 
Her demands are con- 
fined to high-grade staples of one- 
inch to one and one-eighth inches 
in length, the report added. 

Greece’s requirements were esti- 
mated at about 26,000 bales, and 
that country produces a quantity 
of cotton similar to American mid- 
dling of seven-eighths inches in 
length. 

Spain’s requirements were placed 
at 330,000 bales, with the statement 
that the amount of Indian cotton 
imports probably would be reduced 
owlng to exchange conditions. 

France Is Recovering. 

The consul at Havre reported 
France's textile industry rapidly re- 
covering from the war and her im- 
ports of American cotton placed at 
695,000 bales as against about 1,- 
000,000 prior to the war. 

Holland was reported as largely 
increasing her warehouse space and 
manufacturing facilities with a 
View of increasing the imports of 
American cotton which she intended 
to manufacture and sell the manu- 
factured goods to Germany.

In Statement, Former 
Treasury Head Criti- 
cises Deflation Policy of 
the Government as Too 

Drastic. 


URGES STIMULATION 
OF EXPORT BUSINESS 


Reduction in Taxes, Econ- 
omy of Government and 
Reduced Armaments 


Suggested. 


New York, Decemebr 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In a statement issued today, 
William G. McAdoo, former secreta- 
ry of the treasury, strongly advo- 
cates extension of liberal credits to 
agricultural interests immediately. 
He also urges early resumption of 
trade with Russia, reduction -in 
taxes, reduced expeditures for the 
army and navy and other economy 
features: 


Mr. McAdoo’s stateemnt is as fol- 
lows: 

As I see the situation, the country can- 
not look with indifference upon the distress- 


ing eituation in which the farmers find 
themselves because of the tremendous 
shrinkage in the value of agriculturai prod- 
ucts. We cannot excuse inaction pe dis- 
miss the matter with a mere observation 


ers must take their medicine along with 
the rest of the age i The farm industry 
is basic to the life of the nation, and pos- 
sesses a superior claim to consideration, not 
alone because its prosperity ig our best 
protection, but also because the farmer, by 
the very nature of his business, is more ex- 
posed to adverse influences and has less 
protection against them than any other 
class. The bulk of his crop matures at the 
same time and if forced upon the market 
all at once or in a short period he may 
not realize even the cost of production, 
Deflation Necessaryr 

Of course, prices in the United States 
could not be ke spt permanently on an inflat- 
ed and artificial basis. Deflation was 
necessary and inevitable, but the processes of 
deflation are frequently more dangerous 
than the processes of inflation. For this 
very reason the readjustments through 
which all industry and business are now go- 
ing must be dealt with intelligently, and 
eased in every reasonable way. 

I am frank to say that I think that the 
policies thus far pursued with respect to 
credits have been too drastic, but whether 
or not I am right, I am sure that the sit- 
uation should now be reviewed in the light 
of existing conditions. A more liberal pol- 
icy about credits should be put into effect 
immediately. I think-that the reserve bank 
rates could be prudently reduced, and that 
member banks could be safely encouraged 
to make loans on agricultural products and 
to business generally on reasonable time to 
those who can give adequate security and 
that the whole situation would be bene- 
ficially affected by this procedure. 


Credit Wanting, 


In many parts of the country, especially 
in the agricultural districts, credit is al- 
most entirely wanting and in many lines of 
legitimate business and industry’ great 
losses are being sustained because of the 
restriction of credits. 

We should make every effort to stimulate 
and enlarge our export trade. This ig es- 
pecially important to the farmers because 
approximately 50 per cent of our export 
trade represents agricultural products, Fu- 
rupean nations desire our cotton, grain and 
other products, but have no credit. It is 
to our interest to supply that credit. I 
therefore think that the revival of the War 
Finance corporation jis highly desirable. Il 
te sod that it can exercise an immensely 
beveficial influence upon the export trade 

it is operated on a sound and liberal 
scale, 

Il have long been convinced that we ought 
to re-establish trade relations with Russia. 
It is not necessary to recognize the soviet 
government to do this. Why should we 
refuse to let people in distress in Russia 
or elsewhere buy our products, if they can 
pay for them, no matter what form of gov- 
ernment they Inay choose for themselves? 
We have always stood for the right of peo- 
ples to determine their own form of gov- 
ernment and I must say that I have never 
been able to see any reason for our stand 
that we must not trade with Russia because 
we do not like or do not recognize her 
existing government. 


Should Reduce Taxes. 


Of course, taxes ought to be readjusted 
and reduc ed. Last March I publicly advo- 
ceted funding a large part of our floating 
debt. This could be done, and should be 
done, so that its pressure may be taken 
off of the American people, and especially 
off of business at this time of unavoidable 
readjustment. 

The congress should address itself unspar- 
ingly to economy in expenditures. Genuine 
economies can be effected by intelligent in- 
vestigation and legislation. The responsibil- 
ity, however, rests upon the congress itself,

RUSSIAN SOVIET 
PLANS CAMPAIGN 
AGAINST GEORGIA 


Tiflis, December 21.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Russian bolshevik 
forces appear to be concentrating 
for a campaign which will eliminate 
the republic of Georgia from the 
map of the Caucasus region. Heavy 
soviet forces have been concentrat- 
ed at Taupse, a port on the eastern 
shore of the Black sea, and at Gagri, 
a port still further to the southeast 
toward the Georgian frontier. Other 
bolshevik detachments are reported 
at Kazak, southeast of Tiflis, while 
the Tenth bolshevik army, which 
has been operating along the Ar- 
menian frontier, is said to have 
passed through Karakliss, moving 
toward the Georgian republic. 

Soviet troops along the frontier 
of Azerbaijan planned an offensive 
early this month against Georgia, 
but the move was countermanded 
upon advice from M. Shiemann, sov- 
let representative here, who thought 
the moment for an offensive cam- 
raign had not arrived. Hope is en- 
tertained that the drive seemingly 
imminent at present may be post- 
poned at the last moment. 

Independent Georgia has 


been 
tolerated by the bolsheviki because 
of the trade advantages offered at 
Batum, which has been regarded 
in Moscow as a corridor which per- 
mitted the bolsheviki to bring in 
supplies from Europe.

Returns Home 


Miss Wilhelmina Drum- 
mond, Honored by 
France and Serbia, Is 
Back From Overseas 
Service. 


Miss Wilhelmina Drummond, of 
Atlanta, returned home Thursday 
after more than two years’ service 
in Europe, first at the head of. the 
Ford section of an ambulance unit 
attached to the Sixth French army, 
and then in charge of transporta- 
tion with the Virginia hospital unit 
organized by Dr. Rosalie Morton 
for relief work in Serbia. 

She comes back laden with decora- 
tions and interesting experiences, 
and as full of enthusiasm as the 
day she started from Atlanta in Au- 
gust, 1918. Her decorations in- 
clude the Reconnaissance Francaise, 
the bronze medal given by the 
French government only for war 
service; another medal from the 
people of the district in which she 
did her relief work in France; the 
Gold Cross of the Order of St. John 
from the Serbian government, and 
the Serbian kineg’s personal decora- 
tion; the cross of the Order of St. 
Sava, which was bestowed by the 
prince regent. 

In France, where she was the 
chief of the section of a hospital 
unit made up of women surgeons, 
doctors, nurses and drivers, she had 
under her care eight ambulances 
and a touring car, and was chief 
mechanic as well as executive. 

“T have mended as many as six 
tires in one afternoon following the 
army,’ she said, when asked about 
the nature of her work, “but most 
of our work was at night, and re- 
pairs had to be done absolutely in 
“the dark.” 

And Miss Drummond is not a 
sturdy sixfooter. She can hardly 
weigh more than a hundred pounds, 
and can claim few inches over five 
feet. Her eyes are sparkling, how- 
ever, and fearlessness speaks in her 
every expression. 

After France, Miss Drummond was 
one of two.volunteers in a hos- 
pital unit going to Serbia t ohelp 
the Serbs help themselves. 

“For six months after our arrival 
there,” continued Miss Drummond, 
“we had to carry with us absolute- 
ly everything we needed—food, 
stores, lights, even matches, and 
where trains, instead of motor 
trucks carried us, we traveled in 
box cars, and did our cooking and 
all our own work.” 

Miss Drummond, who is the guest 
of Miss Mary O’Brien at the Ponce 
de Leon apartments, leaves Friday 
to spend the holidays with rela- 
tives in Forsyth. She will return 
to Atlanta to reside here.

Underwood Tells of Sacri- 
fice for Europe’s Starv- 
ing Tots. 


Instead of giving a Christmas 
present, why not “give a life?” 
This is the suggestion advanced 
to Georgians by E. Marvin Under- 
wood, chairman of the state com- 
mittee for the ca.npaign to raise 
$33,000,00u in America to rescue 
from starvation 3,500,000 children in 
central and eastern Europe, who 
will die unless supplied with food 
out of America’s abundance. 

An Atlanta business man who had 
previously made a substantial gift 
to the children’s relief fund on yes- 


terday wrote Chairman Underwood 
as follows: 

“Herewith find inclosed my check 
for $30 additional contribution to 
the fund. I am giving this money 
in lieu of Christmas presents to my 
hephews and nieces. On Christmas 
morning they will receive a card 
from me informing them that in 
their name I have sent their usual 
gifts in the form of food to stray- 
ing children in Europe.” 

This is the spirit manifesting 
itself throughout the state in the 
movement to save the lives of a vast 
army of innocent boys and girls who 
had no part in the making of the 
war, but who were left behind in 
its cruel wake of devastation to 
bear the bitterest burden of all— 
the burden of hunger. 

“As for my part,’ ’said Chairman 
Underwood yesterday, “I would ra- 
ther receive a card like those be- 
ing sent to this Atlanta business 
man’s nephews and nieces than any 
other present which would be given 
me. I know of nothing which could
